Executive  Committee  Recognizes 
Need  For  Foreign  Mission  Advance 


Endorses  Move  for  100,000  Family  Altars,  Names  F-razier  President 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  A  vast¬ 
ly  enlarged  foreign  mission  program 
for  Southern  Baptists  was  outlined 
to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Executive  Committee  in  Its  annual 
meeting  June  15  and  16,  and  plans 
were  set  for  later  meetings  to  study  ‘ 
procedure  in  the  proposed  expansion. 

The  “program  of  advancea”  as  out¬ 
lined  by  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  exe¬ 
cutive  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  calls  for  an  annual  budget 
of  $10,060,000  and  1,750  missionaries 
in  25  countries.  The  program  is  about 
three  times  the  present  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  budget. 

In  a  resolution,  the  Committee  took 
cognizance  “of  the  urgent  need  for 
Southern  Baptists  to  enlarge  their 
program  of  world  evangelization”  and 
“that  any  success  along  this  line  de¬ 
pends  upon  enlarged  giving  by  the 
local  churches  and  a  more  effectivw 
distribution  of  our  resources,”  and 
voted  “that  we  therefore  call  to  the 
attention  of  all  Southern  Baptists  that 
two  objectives  have  already  been 
adopted  which  would  Immediately  en¬ 
able  us  to  strengthen  our  program  of 
world  evangelization,  namely  ‘Every

'"New  Sources  Of  Supply'^  Great  Need 
In  Baptist  Finances,  Lawrence  Says

Mr.  President  and  fellow  workers 
together  with  God,  we  come,  as  ste¬ 
wards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  Ood, 
to  render  unto  you  an  account  of  the 
stewardship  of  your  Home  Mission 
Board. 

The  report  of  the  work  done  by  the 
missionaries  Is  printed  in  the  Book  or 
Reports.  We  sincerely  hope  that  each 
one  of  you  will  read  the  report  which 
gives,  somewhat  In  detail,  the  results 
of  the  work  of  the  700  missionaries  of 
the  Board  as  they  carried  the  Gospel 
to  the  men  and  women  who  are  ma¬ 
rooned  on  the  shoals  of  error  and  who, 
even  though  we  have  16,000  preachers 
knd  26.000  churches,  will  never  hear 
About  Christ  unless  we  send  mlssion- 
Aries  to  them. 

It  is  evident  from  the  various  reports 
which  have  been  presented  to  this 
Convention  that  all  the  agencies  of 
the  Convention  need  money  and  their 
BMd  Is  legitimate  and  great. 

As  I  listened  to  the  report  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  last  night  and 
lieard  the  representatives  from  the

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  IS 
INSURANCE  BENEFICIARY

In  the  mall  a  few  mornings  ago,  a 
registered  letter  came  from  an  attor¬ 
ney  In  South  Mississippi  containing  a 
$3,000  paid-up  life  Insurance  policy, 
with  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Founda¬ 
tion  as  the  beneficiary. 

The  Insured  was  one  of  Mississippi’s 
big  business  men  and  executives,  who 
had  passed  to  hls  heavenly  reward 
only  a  short  time  before.  I  recall  a 
telephone  visit  with  him  only  a  few 
days  before  he  passed  away.  Further 
examlnaUon  of  the  policy  revealed 
thdt  it  had  been  paid  up  some  time 
and  that  the  beneficiary  had  been 
changed  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Foundation. 

Why  the  change?  Knowing  oome- 
thing  of  his  background,  his  habits, 
his  manner  of  life,  hls  financial  abi¬ 
lity,  I  venture  to  offer  two  reasons.

The  6,000,000  Baptists  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  will  not  ful¬ 
fill  their  obligation  to  a  lost  woiid  on 
the  meager  support  which  they  are 
now  giving,  when  compared  with  their 
ability,  to  Foreign  Missions.  My  desire 
and  prayer  is  that  we  may  double  our 
gifts  and  the  missionaries  for  the  for¬ 
eign  mission  work. 

And  then,  as  I  listened  to  the  earn¬ 
est  plea  of  the  presidents' of  our  great 
seminaries  this  morning  as  they  pres¬ 
ented  the  needs  of  the  seminaries  and 
pleaded  for  the  return  of  the  $20,000 
taken  from  them  Wednesday,  again 
my  heart  was  stirred  and  my  desire 
kindled  for  greater  support  for  these 
institutions  of  ours. 

Note;  When  the  report  of  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  CommiUee  was  read  Wednes¬ 
day  morning.  Rev.  Fred  Eastham,  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Springfield.  Missouri,  out  of  the  good¬ 
ness  of  his  heart  and  because  of  his 
love  for  home  missions,  on  his  own 
initiative  moved  that  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  be  taken  from  each  of  the 
seminaries  and  one  per  cent  be  given 
to  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.  The 
motion  was  sustained  by  an  over¬ 
whelming  vote  of  the  eight  thousand 
messengers  present. 

On  Friday  morning,  after  the  semi¬ 
naries  had  made  their  reports,  a  mo¬ 
tion  was  made  to  return  the  one-half 
of  one  j)er  cent  to  each  of  the  semi¬ 
naries  and  make  the  allocations  as  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  was  carried  by  a  good  majority  of 
the  messengers  present. 

Deep  down  in  my  soul  I  was  glad 
when  the  vote  was  taken  and  the 
seminaries  got  back  the  $20,000.  But 
$20,000!  What  is  that  for  these  insti¬ 
tutions?  It  is  a  mere  bagatelle  of  what 
they  ought  to  have. 

Of  course  .the  Home  Mission  Board 
needs  money  also,  but  the  Board,  to¬ 
gether  with  all  of  our  agencies  and 
institutions,  needs  other  things  as 
well.  We  need  the  kingdom  spirit — 
that  spirit  manifested  by  the  first 
church  as  It  began  its  work  of  evan¬ 
gelizing  the  world.  Read  the  fourth 
chapter  of  the  Acts.  The  church  was 
in  prayer  and  the  Holy  Spirit  came 
and  shook  the  house  where  they  vrere 
sitting,  and  filled  each  one  of  the 
members  of  the  church  afresh.  And 
it  did  something  to  them.  It  welded 
them  into  a  fellowship  and  brother¬ 
hood  so  vital  and  binding  that  the 
interest  of  one  became  the  interest  of 
all. 

All  of  the  agencies  and  interests  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  are 
bound  together  in  a  fraternal  feOow-

ship  for  the  work  of  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  whether  the  money  given 
goes  to  this  one  or  that  one.  all  the 
other  agencies  should  rejc^ce  because 
it  is  going  for  the  advancement  of  the 
kingdom,  which  they  are  all  pledged 
and  commissioned  to  advance. 

We  need  more  money  for  all  our 
agencies,  boards,  and  institutions,  and 
we  cannot  get  that  money  by  Juggling 
percentages.  We  must  create  more 
sources  of  supply. 

There  are  only  three  sources  from 
which  we  can  expect  continual,  and 
sustained,  additional  funds  for  the 
work  of  the  kingdom. 

There  are: 

1.  The  organization  of  new  churches 
which  will  become  revenue  producers 
for  kingdom  work. 

2.  The  baptism  of  new  converts  who 
will  become  additional  givers  of  money 
for  kingdom  work. 

3.  The  securing  of  additional  tlthers

of  our  agencies. 

Through  all  the  years  of  its  exis¬ 
tence  the  Board  has  been  working  at 
this  task.  Its  missionaries  have  re¬ 
ported  for  the  past  hundred  and  three 
years  the  organization  of  9.600 
churches,  which  is  a  little  better  than 
one  out  of  every  three  of  our  present 
total  number  of  churchea  The 
churches  now  giving  the  bulk  of  the 
money  for  kingdom  work  were  organ¬ 
ized  and  mothered  by  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board. 

IThe  misstonaiies  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  have  reported  850,000  bap- 
tisma  While  each  one  baptized  might 
not  have  become  a  supporting  mem¬ 
ber.  most  of  them  through  the  years 
have  contributed  to  the  support  of 
our  institutions  and  agenciea  Sure¬ 
ly  the  Home  Mission  Board  should  re¬ 
ceive  some  cf^t  for  what  it  has  done! 

The  Hcune  Mission  Board  is  today, 
through  its  missionaries,  opening  up 
and  cultivating  new  sources  of  reve¬ 
nue.  In  the  last  three  years  it  has 
organized  and  revived  586  churches.  I 
do  not  know  how  much  these  586 
churches  have  given,  because  I  do  not 
have  the  figures,  but  I  do  know  what 
one  of  these  churches  gave.  Jefferson 
Avenue  Church,  Bast  Point,  Georgia, 
organized  in  our  city  mission  work 
three  years  ago,  gave  last  year  a  little 
over  $5,000  to  the  Co-operative  Pro¬ 
gram. 

In  1944,  when  the  Home  Mission 
Board  began  its  work  in  California 
there  were  78  churches  and  they  gave 
$29,000  to  the  Co-operative  Program. 

In  1947,  there  were  172  churches  and 
they  gave  $175,034.47  to  the  Co-opera¬ 
tive  Program.  Figure  this  out  for  your¬ 
self  and  you  wiU  see  what  the  Home 
Mission  Board  Is  doing  through  the 
organization  of  churches  to  increase 
gifts  for  kingdom  work  and  what  it 
means  to  the  income  of  all  of  our 
agencies. 

But  that  is  not  all.  The  missionaries 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1947 
report  43,732  converisons.  If  each  one 
of  these  brought  into  the  kingdom  by 
Home  Board  workers  tiiould  give  only 
one  dollar  a  year,  H  would  be  sui  in¬ 
crease  of  $43,732.  but  if  they  should 
give  fifty  cents  a  week,  which  many 
of  them  will  do,  they  would  turn  into 
the  treasury  of  the  kingdom  $1,137,-

Others 
could  take  out  policies  and  make  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Foundation  the 
beneficiary  outright,  or  else  make  one 
of  our  institutions  the  beneficiary 
through  the  Foundation. 

May  I  humbly  suggest  that  you  pray 
about  it  and  then  do  whatever  “that 
still  small  voice**  whispen  to  you  to 
do.  Do  H  now!  It  might  be  too  late  to 
wait  until  tomorrow.  If  we  can  be  of 
any  assistance,  let  ns  know.

I  would  like  also  to  remind  you  that 
the  converskms  which  the  home  mis¬ 
sionaries  reported  last  year  cost  Just 
at  $40.00  apiece,  figured  against  the 
total  expenditures  of  the  Board.  This 
means  that  every  time  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  reoelves  $40.00,  there  is 
given  to  it  the  possibility  of  reaching 
one  soul  for  Christ,  through  the 
preaching  of  the  Gospel,  by  its  mls- 
sionariea  . 

As  I  understand  from  the  statistics 
gathered,  which  I  suppose  are  oorreet« 
it  costs  over  $200.00,  on  the  average, 
for  every  one  baptized  by  the 
churches. 

The  contribution  you  make  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  if  you  are  in¬ 
terested  in  the  salvation  of  souls,  is 
money  mighty  well  spent.  This  has 
been  true  throughout  the  history  of 
the  Board  for,  according  to  the  esti¬ 
mate  that  Dr.  Bedford  has  nrnde, 
counting  all  the  money  the  Board  has 
received  from  the  Convention  from  its 
beginning  down  to  date,  there  has 
been  one  conversion  for  every  $45.00 
received  by  the  Board. 

We  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  re¬ 
joice  in  the  privilege  of  serving  the 
denomination.

The  ]>astor's  wife  is  sometimes 
forgotten  in  the  average  church. 
We  were  visiting  in  a  pastor’s 
home  recently  in  Mississippi,  and 
the  preacher  was  recounting  “how 
good  the  folks  are  to  my  wife.” 
TTiey  had  heard  that  visitors  were 
to  be  in  the  pastor’s  home,  and  the 
ladies  of  the  church  had  sent  cakes 
and  dressed  chickens  and  some 
vegetables  and  butter  to  be  used 
during  the  week. 

Hiat  was  a  thoughtful  thing  to 
do.  Men  enjoy  serving  a  church 
like  that.  The  spirit  is  good  be¬ 
tween  the  people  and  the  pastor. 
He  can  preach  better  there  than  in 
a  church  that  is  “tight  and  stingy” 
in  heart. 

Another  lovely  thing  that  the 
churches  are  frequently  doing  now 
is  to  arrange  at  some  local  eating 
place  for  the  pastor  and  his  wife 
and  guests  to  “eat  out”  during  the 
hot  w’eather  when  revivals  are  go¬ 
ing  on,  or  when  study  courses  are 
being  held.  This  is  fine,  for  the 
work  of  the  pastor’s  wife  goes  on, 
even  though  she  has  added  duties 
in  entertaining  the  church’s  guests. 
Therefore,  to  “be  invited  out”  with 
the  preacher  and  the  guest  minister 
makes  the  pastor’s  wife  glad. 
Another  instance  commendable  we 
think,  was  that  when  the  church 
gave  the  pastor’s  wife  a  nice  check 


before  tlie  revival. 

It  pleases  her  when  the  folks 
show  they  appreciate  what  she 
does.  We  believe  it  plca.ses  the 
Lord,  also,  when  the  folks  treat  the 
wife  of  His  anointed  well!  And 
she  deserves  all  the  nice  things  that 
are  done. 

Furthermore,  why  not,  when 
presenting  the  pastor  with  a  check 
or  a  suit  at  the  close  of  a  revival, 
do  likewise  for  the  pastors 'wife.

I.  Nebuchadneiaer  Dreams  and  Dan¬ 
iel  Interprets:  Daniel  Is  Given  Vis¬ 
ions:  and  Both  the  King’s  Dreams  and 
the  Prophet’s  Visions  Are  God’s  Fore¬ 
showing  That  All  History  Moves  To¬ 
ward  One  Divine  Event  Prepared  for 
the  Salvation  of  a  Lost  Race.  Daniel

Nothing  need  be  said  in  explanation 
of  scriptures  which  Interpret  them¬ 
selves.

II.  Coming  Judge  and  Judgement. 

Malachl*3:l-5. 

“I  send  my  messenger,  and  he  shall 
prepare  the  way  before  Me.”  Here 
‘‘My  messenger”  is  undoubtedly  John 
the  Baptist,  w’ho  came  to  prepare  the 
way  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 

“The  Lord,  whom  ye  seek,  will  sud¬ 
denly  come  to  His  temple;  and  thq 
messenger  of  the  covenant,  whom  ye 
desire,  behold,  He  cometh,  saith  the 
Jehovah  of  hosts.”  This,  now,  is  a 
prophecy  of  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 

The  Jews  had  desired  Him,  but  they 
had  desired  the  Lord  of  their  ovm 
Imaginings,  and  not  at  all  the  Lord 
who  came.  He  did  not  satisfy  their 
desire  for  a  dominant  Messiah  nor 
their  national  aspirations  for  a  con¬ 
quering  hero  who  should  set  their  na¬ 
tion  above  all  other  peoples  of  the 
earth. 

So  Malachi  warns  them  that  it  will 
be  difficnit  for  them  to  meet  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  righteousness  within 
and  without  demanded  by  this  coming 
Lord.  "Ye  seek”  Him,  indeed,  but  ye 
shall  be  found  lacking  in  the  qualities 
of  heart  demanded  by  Him  of  those 
who  are  to  have  feliowship  with  Him. 

“Who  can  abide  the  day  of  His  com¬ 
ing?”  The  Lord  may  come  again  while 
1  am  writing  this  paper  or  while  yon 
are  reading  it.  Should  it  be  so,  would 
you  be  glad  to  see  Him?  Is  the  house 
of  your  heart  in  such  order  as  to  in¬ 
vite  His  all-seeing  inspection?  III.  A

The  coming  of  this  messenger  will 
bring  to  the  wicked  a  time  of  terrible 
reckontnk,  wherein  they  shall  be  as 
stubble  fed  to  the  fires  of  a  fiercely 
burning  furnace.

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  a 
larger  per  cent  of  the  larger  churches 
have  Brotherhoods  than  the  smaller 
churches.

A  brotherhood  will  not 
solve  the  enlistment  problem  but  there 
are  plenty  evidences  that  will  help.  We 
will  have  enlistment  problems  as  long 
as  there  are  peopl  In  our  churches  who 
have  enlistment  problems  as  long  as 
there  are  people  in  our  churches  who 
are  not  consecrated.

Many  of  the  report  forms 
which  were  sent  to  each  pastor  in  the 
State  have  been  returned  to  this  of¬ 
fice.  We  feel  sure,  hotfever,  that  there 
are  many  more  yet  to  be  received.
